that the investigation of Postmaster 
Jouea, of Indianapolis, will involve au

When asked if 
he wanted Ko.itciaus' picture to appear 
in them, he said: "Certainly, if others 
do, for be did noble work, and I shall 
let no personal feelings come in here." 


Warner'* New Silver Bill. 


Specials from Marietta, Ohio, give 


the substance of A. J. Waruer'n new 
(Silver bill, framed to carry out the 
seven points embraced in his published 
scheme, tbe leading one of which is the 
proposition to i&sue certificates of de- 
posit on silver bullion at its market 
price ut the time of its deposit, which 
shall stand as the declared value of the 
certificates while iu the hands of the 
public. Warner 
says the important 


thing is to determine the conditions on 
which silver shall continue to be used 
as money. 
Biaietalism may be re- 


established here with perfect safety to 
ourselves if one ratio be made adjust- 
able at all cimes to tbe market ratio of 
the world. By making it follow the 
market price of silver bullion daily, the 
ratio is made adjustable with bimetal- 
ism at a fixed ratio. 
As has beeu tbe 


case heretofore, the quantity of bullion 
which went to the Mints determined 
the quantity of money coined out of it. 
To uiuke the ratio adjustable to the 
market ratio, tbe factors of quiujtity 
unJ price would not determine the 
quantity of money in the form of cer- 
tificates, but it would arise out of the 
deposits of bullion. "I am quite sure 
that at no distant day after tbe adop- 
tion of this plan, all the American lie- 
publics could be brought together on a 
fixed ratio. I have received official ad- 
vices which show that the 
leading

New York Iu Mourning. 


Broadway is completely draped for 


General Grant's funeral procession. 
From Union Square to the Battery 
there is blnck aud white bunting, und 
Qaga heavily hang with crape. Portraits 
of General Grant, with mottoes, meet 
the eye on every side. The display is 
peculiarly imposing iu the dry goods 
districts, tbe fronts of some buildings 
being literally concealed beneath heavy 
folds of mourning. 
Tbe City Hall, 


Postoffice, Astor House and all tbe 
prominent buildings on lower Broad- 
way are tastefully and appropriately 
draped, and the city piesents a similar 
appearance as at Garfield's death. In 
Wall street the decoration of D. O. 
Mills' building attracts crowds all dny. 
Tbe Custom House emblem cost $3,000 
and is very massive and beautiful. Ow- 
ing to the number of residents away 
from the oity, tbe Fifth avenue houses 
are destitute of mourning tokens.

dent GurfiVld. James G. Bluine de- 
livered the address on that occusioii, 
which wus uiarkt'il by a force and elo- 
quence that surpassed every forcut-r 
effort of that biillmut orator. It is sug- 
gested that ex-Seuatur Coukliug be in- 
vited to puy a tribute to the memory of 
General Grant, when the official Servians 
under tbe auspices of Congress shall be 
held. No more fitting selection could 
be made, as the iritiiu'icy of Mr. Conk- 


o with the dead tx-Prc.sHi-ijt was of 


the closest character, and their friend- 
ship was unbroken from its commence 
ment.
